I  beg  to  present  the  following  report  on  the  Sanitary  con 
dition  of  the  Port  of  Maiden  during  1953. 


The  Port  Sanitary  District  of  Malden  includes 
estuary  of  the  Blackwater  and  its  creeks  down  to  a 


the  whole  of  the 
line  drawn  southward 
from  the  East  end  of  West  Mersea  Island,  and  down  a  line  drawn  Eastward 
from  the  Northern  Boundary  of  Tillingham  Parish.  For  about  four  miles 
below  the  town,  the  river  practically  dries  out  at  low  water. 


Consequently  only  a  few  shallow  draught  vessels  lie  at  the 


Malden  or  in  the  canal  basin  at  Heybridge.  Da 
anchor,  as  a  rule,  below  Osea  Island  and  discharg 
lighters  or  barges.

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SECTION  XIV  -  Public  Health  (Shellfish)  Regulation, a  1934  and  1948, 
WEST  MERSSA  OYSTER  FISHERIES . 

During  1953  further  periodic  samples  of  sea  water  from  the  oyster 
storage  pits  un  the  foreshore  at  West  Mersoa  have  been  submitted  for 

bacteriological  analysis. 

These  bacteriological  examinations  prove  a  varied  amount  of 
pollution  by  sewage  of  the  oyster  pits,  shown  by  the  presence  of  faecal 
colonic  bacillii  in  some  of  the  samples.  No  germs  causing  enteric 
fever  have  been  found. 

There  appears  to  bo  more  evidence  of  pollution  in  the  pits  which  are 
on  the  south-east  side  of  the  area;  immediately  to  the  south-east  of 
the  oyster  pits  are  stationed  houseboats  on  the  foreshore  which  emit 
waste  water  and  sewage  indiscriminately  on  to  the  foreshore.  As  the 
foreshore  is  covered  twice  daily  by  the  tide  I  feel  that  the  unhygienic 
method  of  disposal  -of  sewage  from  the  houseboats  is  the  probable  cause 
of  pollution  of  the  oyster  pits  and  would  recommend  any  action  for  the 
prevention  of  such  disposal. 

WEST  MERSEA  SEWER  OH TE ALL  AND  POSSIBLE  COCKLE  POLLUTION . 

No  further  sampling  of  cockles  has  been  undertaken  in  1953  as  the 
source  of  pollution  was  believed  to  be  present  in  the  sewage  effluent. 

The  West  Mersoa  Urban  District  Council  has  carried  out  many 
investigations  of  its  "  sewers  during  the  year  and  has  discovered 

the  presence  of  germs  causing  enteric  fever  in  occasional  specimens  of 
sewage;  as  yet  it  has  been  impossible  to  trace  the  source  of  these 
germs.  The  Ministry  of  Health  is  co-operating  with  these  investigation
